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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 

Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — ’Passed 

May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan 
Goodwin, Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, 
Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, 
Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. 
Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are 
hereby made and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the 
name of the General Convention of the Baptist Churches of Con- 
necticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and their successors 
shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of 
suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of 
what nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter 
or change at pleasure; and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, 
and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 
Provided, that said income, whatever may be the amount thereof, 
be annually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated 
in said petition. 

Said Convention may, from time to time, elect a President 
and such other officers and agents as they may find necessary or 
convenient; may make by-laws respecting the number, qualifica- 
tions, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe the 
mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and 
manner of holding their meetings; the number necessary to form 
a quorum, and all other by-laws and regulations the said Con- 
vention may deem necessary for the government and due regula- 
tion of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects 
of said Convention as expressed in their constitution, not repug- 
nant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the 
Baptist Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county 
of Middlesex, on the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at 
nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended, or repealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. ' 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be here- 
after called and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention.” 
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Resolve in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by 
the name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incor- 
porated by the General Assembly of this State, May session, 18 24, 
may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, 
real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not 
exceed twenty-five thousand dollars. 


Resolve in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incor- 
porating The Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following: “Said Con- 
vention may accept and hold, absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in 
such manner, or way as may be directed by the instrument making 
such gift, devise or bequest, when such funds, or the income there- 
from, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit of said Conven- 
tion or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION. 


Article I. The name of this body shall be The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention. 

Article II. The object of this Convention shall be to pro- 
mote the preaching of the Gospel, and the organization and 
maintenance of Baptist Churches and Sunday Schools in the State 
of Connecticut. 

Article III. This Convention shall consist of delegates from 
the Baptist Churches in Connecticut, of the same faith and order 
as the present associated Baptist Churches. Each of such 
churches as shall have contributed to the funds of the Convention 
during the year last preceding the annual meeting, may be repre- 
sented by its pastor and one 'delegate for every one hundred and 
fraction of one hundred resident members, provided that no 
church shall be entitled to more than five delegates besides its 
pastor. Every church having one or more schools connected 
therewith may elect and send an additional delegate to represent 
each such school. 

Article IV. The officers of the Convention shall be a Presi- 
dent, two Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer and Auditor, all 
of whom shall be elected annually by ballot, and whose duties 
shall be specified in by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article V. There shall be a Board of Trustees not exceeding 
thirty-nine (39) in number, one-third of whom, after the first 
election, shall be chosen annually by ballot. At the first election 
they shall be chosen in classes of one, two, and three years. At 
least one-third of the Trustees shall be laymen. The Trustees, 
together with the officers of the Convention, shall constitute a 
Board of Management, in which shall be vested all the privileges 
and authority of the Convention when the Convention is not in 
session. The duties of the Board of Trustees shall be specified 
in by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article VI. The constitution may be altered or amended by 
a two-thirds vote of all the delegates present at any annual meet- 
ing, after one year’s previous notice. 
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BY-LAWS FOR GOVERNMENT OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 

CONVENTION 


I. Meetings. 

1. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday, preceding the 
third Wednesday in October, at 10 o’clock A. M., and the morning 
shall be devoted to the transaction of business in the following 
order: 

Calling to order. 

Reading of the Scriptures and Prayer. 

Report of Program Committee. 

Address of the President. 

Report of the Trustees. 

Report of the Treasurer. 

Election of officers. 

Annual sermon. 

2. The subsequent meetings of the Convention shall be 
under the control of the Committee on Program, which Committee 
shall have the power to make all arrangements for speakers at 
the Convention other than the preacher of the annual sermon and 
shall have the power to apportion the time of the meetings of 
the Convention as the different branches of Convention work may 
require, subject to the approval of the Convention at its first 
meeting. 

3. No objects other than those provided for by the 
constitution shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by 
unanimous consent of the Convention. 

4. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention 
shall be regulated by the ordinary rules governing deliberative 
assemblies. 

5. At the close of the Convention the Secretary shall sub- 
mit the minutes of the meetings of the Convention to the Program 
Committee and upon the approval by this Committee of the 
minutes, they shall stand as approved minutes of the Convention. 


II. Committees 


1. The President shall appoint all Committees unless other- 
wise ordered. Standing Committees shall be appointed as follows: 
(1) Program for succeeding year. (2) Bible Schools. (3) 
Obituaries. (4) New Churches. (5) Social Service. (6) State 
of Churches. (7) Reference; and such other Committees as may 
be deemed necessary or expedient. ' /, 

Time shall be allowed by the Program Committee for reports

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III. The Board of Trustees 

1. The Board of Trustees shall hold three meetings during 
the year; one immediately after the session of the Convention, 
one in the month of April, and one on the day preceding the next 
meeting of the Convention. Special meetings of the Board may 
be called by the President at any time and shall be called by him 
at the request in writing of five members of the Board. 

2. The President of the Convention shall preside at all 
meetings of the Board; in his absence the First Vice President 
shall preside; in the absence of the President and the Vice Presi- 
dent; the Second Vice President shall preside; and in the absence 
of all three, the Board shall choose a President pro tern. The 
Secretary of the Convention shall be ex-officio Secretary of the 
Board. 

3. At the first meeting of the Board each year, it shall elect 
from its members an Executive Committee of fifteen, including 
the President, the two Vice Presidents, Treasurer, Secretary and 
Auditor. It shall also appoint a Finance Committee of three. It 
may appoint other committees if deemed expedient. 

4. The Board of Trustees may appoint a General Secretary 
who shall have the oversight of the work of the Convention under 
the direction of the Board or its Executive Committee. 

5. The salary of the General Secretary shall be fixed by the 
Board and his year of service shall be from the time of his 
appointment until the next subsequent meeting of the Convention. 
The Board may also employ such persons as it may deem neces- 
sary to carry on the work and purposes of the Convention upon 
such terms as may seem proper to it. 

6. The Board shall have power to provide means for raising 
funds for the Convention; also to dispose of said funds according 
to the provisions of the charter and the constitution. 

7. All appropriations in aid of churches and for payment of 
missionaries and for other purposes shall be made by the Board 
in accordance with the regulations laid down in the by-laws. 

8. The Board shall report to the Convention at its annual 
meeting. 


rv. The Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee shall meet at least four times 
during the year in the months of October, January, April and 
July, and at^ariy other time at the call of the President. All 
applications ' for aid from churches which have not been passed 

^ ■\ ■ '■ 
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upon by the Board shall be considered and passed upon by the 
Executive Committee, provided, however, that no grant of aid 
made by such Committee shall be binding beyond the next regular 
meeting of the Board of Trustees. When the Board is not in 
session its authority shall vest in the Executive Committee, but 
no contract or agreement made by the Executive Committee shall 
remain in force beyond the time of the next ensuing meeting of 
the Board of Trustees, unless approved by the Board, except in 
such cases as have been referred to the Executive Committee for 
final action. 

The Executive Committee shall make full report of all its 
transactions to the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees. 


V. Duties of Officers and Finance Committee 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Con- 
vention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

2. The Vice President shall perform the duties of the Presi- 
dent during his absence. 

3. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds of the Con- 
vention. He shall be the custodian of the securities of the Conven- 
tion, and shall keep a careful record of all permanent, conditional, 
and special trust funds, with a brief statement of the conditions 
under which they are held and the particulars concerning their 
investment. He shall keep each class of funds separate and 
distinct from every other, and from the several funds of the 
Convention. He shall prepare a monthly statement of the con- 
ditions of the treasury and submit the same to the Executive 
Committee through the Secretary. He shall execute all financial 
documents, and when necessary, affix thereto the seal of the Con- 
vention unless the Board of Trustees shall otherwise specifically 
direct. He shall make payments out of the treasury only upon 
the written order of the Secretary. Whenever required by the 
Executive Committee he shall give bonds to such an amount as 
they may direct. 

4. The Secretary shall keep a faithful record of all the 
meetings of the Convention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the 
Executive Committees. The quarterly reports of the churches 
aided by the Convention, and of the missionaries employed, shall 
be made to the Board through him, and he shall prepare, for each 
meeting of the Board and of its Executive Committee, a statement 
(Of the business which needs to be brought before it. He shall 
draw orders on the treasury only as authorized by the Board of 
Trustees or its Executive Committees. 
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5. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer 
and make a report thereof to the Convention once a year, and 
each quarter if required by the Board. 

6. The Finance Committee shall have charge of, and 
approve by their signature, the investment of all the trust funds 
of the Convention subject to the approval of the Executive Com- 
mittee. They may require of the Treasurer, statements of all 
transactions relating to the trust funds, and of current receipts 
and expenditures whenever they deem it necessary. They may 
authorize the temporary transfer by the Treasurer of the funds 
of the Convention from one class to another whenever they may 
deem it necessary. They may, with the Secretary, direct the pay- 
ment of amounts, not exceeding fifty dollars, in exigencies that 
cannot await the action of the Board of Trustees or of its Execu- 
tive Committee. Under no circumstances shall any of the funds 
of the Convention be loaned to any oiRcer, legal advisor, or mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee, or to any corporation or business 
enterprise in which any of them is personally interested. 

VI. Rules to Govern Appropriations 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their 
quarterly reports to the Board through the Secretary. All appro- 
priations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no application 
for aid will be considered until the report of the church has been 
received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks 
in October, January, April and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made 
to churches only when such churches have settled pastors, and 
when they shall have made, within the year preceding, contribu- 
tions for at least three objects of benevolence, including the 
Domestic Mission work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, 
and when they shall have satisfied the Board that their methods 
of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted for securing 
the largest possible revenues from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriation shall be made to any church, when in 
the judgment of the Executive Committee the pastor of the church 
is not considered worthy of such aid. It is therefore required 
that any church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer 
with the General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before 
the choice and settlement of a pastor, 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made 
toward the erection of any house of worship until the approval 
of the plan by the Executive Committee shall have been secured; 
and in all cases where such appropriations amount to $500 or 
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more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Conven- 
tion a deed of trust of the property, which shall be held by the 
Convention until such time as the Board of Trustees shall deem 
it expedient to reconvey the property. 

5. No appropriation shall be made to a church until its 
application has been approved by a Missionary Committee repre- 
senting the Association within whose territory the church is 
located; said committee to be elected by the Association, or, in 
case of failure to elect, appointed by the President. 


VII. The General Secretary 

The General Secretary shall have the oversight and care of 
the entire work of the Convention under the direction of the 
Executive Committee. He shall visit the churches aided by the 
Convention as frequently as may be, consistently with his other 
duties. He shall investigate any new enterprises that should 
be brought to the attention of the Board and report the same. 
He shall, as opportunity may offer, present the claims of the 
Convention before the churches and receive subscriptions and 
collections for the Convention. He shall be present at all meet- 
ings of the Board, and of the Executive Committee, to counsel 
and advise in all their actions, but shall have no vote. He shall 
advise the churches aided by the Convention on all matters in 
which his advice is asked, but he shall not pledge the Convention 
to any pecuniary aid except as authorized in each case by the 
Board of Trustees or by its Executive Committee, provided, how- 
ever, that the General Secretary by and with the consent of the 
President may, in emergencies, expend not more than $100 in 
any one month in connection with the provision of supplies for 
pastorless and needy churches, necessary evangelistic or mis- 
sionary services, or matters connected therewith. 


VIII. Amendments 

These by-laws, except such as refer to the duties of the 
Treasurer and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or addi- 
tions made thereto at any meeting of the Board of Trustees by 
a majority vote. 

Such of the by-laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force 
with the provisions of the constitution, and can be changed by 
a two-thirds vote of all the members present at the annual meet- 
ing of the Convention, and after one year’s notice. 
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Legacies and Annuities 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should 
appear as “The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” The General 
Secretary of the Convention will be glad to talk with or advise 
any person desirous of making a bequest for the direct uses of 
the Convention or for the Convention to hold in trust for the 
purposes of any particular object. Gifts of money ultimately for 
the benefit of the Convention will be gladly accepted and interest 
according to the established annuity rates will be paid to the 
donor during life. This plan has the advantage of yielding an 
exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor during life and 
assures the Convention of the entire amount of money desired 
to be given at the death of the donor without deduction by the 
settlement of the estate. 

The General Secretary will be glad at any time to give fur- 
ther information in regard to this matter. 
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Ninety-Second Annual Session 
of the 

CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION. 


Middletown, Conn., October 18, 1915. 

The ninety-second annual meeting of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention was held in the meeting house of the 
Baptist Church of Middletown on the above date. 

In the absence of President Nicholson the Eev. H. B. 
Sloat, 2nd Vice-President called the Convention to order at 
10:00 A. M. All joined in singing “All Hail the Power of 
Jesus’ Name.” 

Rev. Burtt N. Timbie led the devotional service, reading 
for the lesson Matt. 25:14-30, and offered prayer. 

Rev. E. R. Hyde, Pastor of the entertaining church, wel- 
comed the Convention with the following address: 

ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 

‘T am more at home in the pulpit of this Church than anywhere else. 

I am glad to welcome you. When Dr. Coats asked us to entertain 
the Convention I was very glad. It had been my ambition to do this 
but had never dared broach it to the Church; when, however, Dr. Coats 
presented the matter, I had no fears as to the outcome under certain 
conditions; and it was with joy that we gave our response. That joy is 
realized as we look into your faces today. 

I wish first of all to speak in appreciation of the splendid men and 
women of other denominations who are aiding in your entertainment. 
We welcome you not only to our Church, but also to our beautiful “Forest 
City”; we welcome you to the larger tasks of our denomination. We 
have a great message and mission and there never was a day in the history 
of the world, when the importance of that message and mission was so 
great as it is today. 

When we see the breaking of the forms of government in other lands 
it is proven that the “immediate” relation of the individual soul to God,” 
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which is the burden of our message, is the only hope of the future. We 
believe the time is about to dawn when the nations of the earth shall see 
and acknowledge this. 

We are glad to welcome you to this Church which a hundred and 
twenty-five years ago sprang out a real evangelistic fervor and which 
has continued ever since to hold up the beacon light of Christ. We 
trust you will emphasize this same gospel as you go about the city. 
Twenty-five years ago the Convention met with us, but we hope it will 
no be twenty-five years before it meets here again. Whenever it does 
come, you will find the Church open to receive you and to welcome you.” 


RESPONSE TO WELCOME. 

Responding to the welcome, Vice-President Sloat said : 

‘‘There is great regret on the part of all at the enforced absence of 
President Nicholson; and for one I cannot find language to express my 
regret. Brother Hyde, I wish to thank you for your kind and generous 
welcome. We have already been made to feel at home, and have been 
helped, and hope that the Convention will be of help to the city and the 
Church.” 


PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

For four years I have had the honor of being the president of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention. For what has been done to assist me 
in that office I desire to express publicly my appreciation and thanks. 
The officers, the Board of Trustees, the Executive Committee, the 
pastors of churches, and the entire constituency of the Convention have 
done everything in their power to assist in the development of the work 
of this Convention. 

It is neither necessary nor desirable to enter into a detailed account 
of the changes which have come to the Convention during the past four 
years. The published minutes show this in better form. It is sufficient 
to say that the Convention has gradually grown stronger and to occupy 
a more important place in the religious work of the state. 

This calls attention to a condition which is frequently met in both 
business and religious circles. Prosperity is of value for a certain length 
of time. There is the old truism that “nothing succeeds like success.” 
This is not exactly true, for there is nothing so dangerous as success, and 
it has seemed to your president that this condition has arisen during the 
last year and that the success of the Convention in it? development 
during the last six or eight years has been such as to place it in a position 
becoming more and more dangerous. When an organization continues 
for a succession of years to develop and show success, the individual 
members of the organization begin to feel that the individual work is 
not of the importance it had been previously, and that the work of the 
organization will continue even though the work of the individual may be 
lessened. This is the danger. 
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Too much cannot be said of the importance of the Convention work 
to the people of the State of Connecticut and to the Baptist denomination. 
With the lessening of immigration that has come from the European War 
situation, there has come an opportunity to evangelize much more 
thoroughly, those who have taken up their residence in this state. The 
problem is here and it is not now increasing rapidly. If thorough work 
can be done, when the War is over and the influx of foreigners again 
commences, there will be a Christianized state into which they can come. 
This means, therefore, that to every individual connected with the Con- 
vention there must be brought home the realization that the work of the 
Convention is most important, and that rather than leaving the develop- 
ment to be a gradual one, there should be a greater amount of work done 
than has ever been done. If there is one thought that I can leave with 
you it is this: that the work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention is 
more important now than it has been in all its history. 

One matter that should be decided by the Convention is whether 
there should be certain localities in the state selected for intensive work 
among the foreign-born, or whether the work should be scattered through- 
out the state and a little done in one place and a little done in another. 
That is a problem which requires the closest attention of the best minds 
in the Convention, and I would suggest that the Secretary be instructed 
to call together a group of the men who know the most about the possibili- 
ties of work in this state and a definite program be adopted for the conduct 
of that work. 

There is nothing further which your president desires to say, for it 
seems as if this was of such importance that nothing should be permitted 
to distract the attention from it. 

Permit me to once more express my gratefulness for the assistance 
that has been given me personally in attempting to have the Convention 
fulfill, as far as possible, the purposes of its existence.

To the Connecticut Baptist Convention: 

Your Board of Trustees respectfully submit for your consideration 
their Ninety-Second Annual Report: 

Meetings. 

No special meetings of the Board or the Executive Committee have 
been held. All the regular meetings of the Board were well attended. 
The usual consideration has been given to all questions affecting the 
interests of the denomination in the State. 

Changes in the Board. 

We thankfully record the fact no member of the Board has died 
during the year. Three members have severed their connection with 
the Board. The Rev. J. W. Hoag of New Haven, has removed from the 
State and Mr. W. H. Rogers of Bantam and Rev. T. Edwin Brown, D. D., 
of New Britain have resigned. Dr. Brown has been long associated with 
our work in the State and has been a valuable member of the Board and 
of the Executive Committee. The Board expressed by resolution their 
regret at parting with one whose counsel has always proven helpful. 

Finances. 

At the time this report is written it is still too early to ascertain the 
exact result of our new movement last year in substituting for the usual 
apportionments, pledges made by the Churches. Indications, however, 
point to the desirability of this method, rather than the old system. 
The plan has recommended itself to the serious consideration of the 
leaders in our denominational work and it seems quite likely to be adopted, 
in some form or other, in all the territory of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. The Apportionment Committee has not been able to get into 
the field early enough to test the conviction of the Churches in regard 
to this plan for the coming year, but a canvass will soon be made and we 
are confidently expecting an increase in the amount pledged. 

At the meeting last year, a resolution was adopted, calling attention 
to the growing importance of our State Convention work and recommend- 
ing that each Church be requested to make the gifts for State work at 
least equal those for either Foreign or Home Mission work. It is hard to 
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correct old impressions and this change of attitude in regard to the com- 
parative importance of State Convention work will be slow. Your 
Board would again respectfully call the attention of the Churches to this 
resolution and ask that the matter be given serious consideration. 

In this connection it should be recorded that the financial crisis 
brought on all the world by the Great War last year, has not in any way 
depreciated the worth of our securities nor diminished by even a dollar 
our income. We are to be congratulated in having on our Finance Com- 
mittee, men of great sagacity and far-seeing prudence to make our invest- 
ments. Every little while some of our Churches meet with serious 
embarassment in the tying up of funds, the income of which has been 
depended upon to pay current expenses. The two facts above, taken in 
connection, suggest that the safest place in all the world for Church funds 
is in the hands of the Convention. The Board stands ready to receive 
all such funds, invest them in absolutely safe securities and pay over the 
interest to the Churches. Churches having funds to invest are invited 
to consider this opportunity. 

Church Building and Church Repairs. 

The year has been marked all over the State by an unusual degree 
of activity in building and repairing Churches. 

The Montauk Avenue Church in New London, whose building was 
destroyed by fire, has a new meeting house approaching completion, 
built on the foundation of the old house of worship. We were paying 
the interest on a $10,000 mortgage on the old property. The insurance 
on the building destroyed was sufficient to pay off that mortgage and 
leave a balance for the new building. Several thousand dollars have 
been raised, but it is quite likely the Convention will have to stand back 
of a mortgage of not less than $5,000 to get the building ready for 
occupancy. 

A new chapel has been built at Wallingford for the use of the Hungari- 
ans and it was found necessary to put a $500 mortgage on that building. 

The rapid growth of the Hungarian work in Bridgeport has made 
the chapel erected for their use altogether too small and a much enlarged 
structure is now approaching completion. Subscriptions secured in 
Bridgeport and gifts from the Home Mission Society will ultimately 
pay the entire cost, but for the time being we must assume the interest 
on a necessary mortgage. 

Two colored churches have also been helped in securing or saving a 
place of worship. The New Hope Baptist Church of Danbury, was 
without any meeting place, A satisfactory property has been purchased 
and necessary alterations made, so that these brethren have a convenient 
meeting place. Here, too, the Convention has been obliged to stand 
back of the mortgage. In the same way, we have practically become 
security for the mortgage on the property of the Fairfield Baptist Church. 
Besides the work in hand, two other Churches contemplate building, who 
will probably be compelled to turn to us for help. 
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The Olivet Baptist Church of New Haven, has soldps old property 
and is now without a home. A new lot has been purchased and steps are 
being taken looking toward the erection of a new building. 

The First Swedish Church of Bridgeport, also feelslitself compelled 
to build and has asked us to aid them in their enterprise. 

The Greenwich Colored Church, is in serious difficulty ^and there is 
danger of their losing valuable property in that city, unless some sort of 
help is extended. 

The Convention has been paying the interest on the mortgage of 
the Olivet Baptist Church of Hartford; on the Italian Chapels at Stamford 
and Meriden; and on the Shelton Church property and the Winsted 
property. 

It will be readily seen that to meet these obligations adds largely to 
our financial burden. The Church Edifice Fund and the^Fund for Foreign 
Work have long since been exhausted. There is great need for additional 
gifts to both these funds. Our ability to help in this direction has already 
reached its limit. 

Missions and Mission Churches. 

So far as we have been able to discover, the Great War, which was 
but beginning at the last meeting of our Convention, but still continues 
with unabated fury, seems to have made but little difference in our work. 
Comparatively few of the members of our Foreign Speaking Churches 
and Missions have been called upon to return and take up arms against 
their country’s foes. On the other hand, the stream of immigration 
has been largely checked. It seems quite probable that the increase 
of the foreign-born and their children, from that source, will not be large, 
but we ought not on this account to lessen our endeavor to reach the 
great mass of these people, who are already here. It may be a God-given 
opportunity for us to prepare for the coming of still greater numbers when 
the War shall end. There are still numerous opportunities for the 
enlargement of our work and we only lack the necessary funds to open 
prosperous Missions in a score of places. 

There has been no check to the progress which we have been making 
for some years in our Mission work. Our efforts for these New Americans 
has been especially blessed and they already form quite an important 
part of our Baptist membership. The Italians continue to be increasingly 
accessible. We already have a larger number of Italian Missions than 
any other State in the Union. All our workers are proving themselves 
worthy of our confidence as earnest and faithful laborers in our important 
field. The growth of the work in New Haven has made it almost im- 
practicable for our excellent missionary, the Rev. A. Pasciuta to do the 
work, even with a young woman put into the field by the Women’s Home 
Mission Society, to help him. The Williams Street Chapel is becoming 
increasingly important. With the aid of the Home Mission Society, we 
had the services of Mr. Theo. De Luca during the summer months, 
in that locality. 

The Bridgeport Italian work met with a great loss in the resignation 
of Miss Helen Story, the lady missionary of the Women’s Home Mission 
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Society. Miss Story proved herself an exceedingly capable worker and 
helped very materially in the success achieved by that Mission. The 
Rev. L. Martucci has continued his excellent work there and at Shelton, 
but considerations of health may compel him to seek a milder climate. 
We shall be very sorry to lose him from our working force. 

The work of Rev. John Barone at Waterbury, and of Rev. A. Roca 
at Hartford, continues to develop in importance and worth. 

The Rev. Rolando Giuffrida returned to his work in Meriden not 
very long after the meeting of the Convention last year. The brethren 
of this Mission are among the most enterprising and energetic and faithful 
in all the State and at present indications, will be able before very long, to 
take some important steps in the direction of self-support. 

At Bristol and Southington the Rev. Victor W. Ferrante continues 
to achieve satisfactory results. The Mission at Southington seems 
especially succesful and there have been quite a number of baptisms on 
that field. 

The Union work at Winsted is also growing in importance. How 
long it will continue as a union work, cannot be conjectured. In some 
respects it would be better if it were under the control of one denomina- 
tion. 

The work among the Italians in Norwich carried on by the Central 
Baptist Church has been prosecuted with vigor and quite a large number 
of baptisms have occurred there. 

At Ansonia and Shelton great need is felt for a missionary on the 
field who can give his whole time to the work. If means could be secured 
and the right man found, no doubt the results of efforts there would be 
quickly multiplied. 

Our work among the Hungarians has no discouraging features. 
On all the fields constant progress has been made. The completion of the 
new Church in Bridgeport will give our excellent Church there, under the 
leadership of Rev. Stephen Gazsi, adequate facilities for doing much larger 
work. There will no doubt be very rapid development in that field. 
The new Chapel at Wallingford, has also resulted in the immediate 
enlargement of that work. Here, as in all our other Hungarian fields, 
out-of-door preaching services are an important feature of the work. 
Some little difficulty was experienced at first by efforts on the part of 
the rougher element to break up the gatherings. It was finally necessary 
to apply for police protection which was given, and the work now goes on 
unhindered. At South Norwalk the only shadow on the work is the not 
very robust health of Missionary Kiss. At last reports, however, he 
seemed to be growing better. General missionary L. L. Zboray continues 
to supervise the work in his usual efficient manner. We now have one- 
fourth of his time and pay one-fourth of his salary. 

Slovak work at Torrington is cared for by Paul E. Skokan. Some 
rearrangement of the work may be made necessary in order to meet 
important needs. There is a large colony of Slovaks in Bridgeport, 
among whom we have the beginnings of a work. The need of a missionary 
on this field is almost imperative. 
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The Rev. B. F. Benoit continues to work among the French popula- 
tion of eastern Connecticut. This class of people is confessedly the 
most difficult to reach with the Gospel of any of our foreign population. 
It is difficult to know what to do under existing conditions. 

There has been an important development in the work among the 
Russians. During the past year our faithful brother, John Daviduk, 
who is employed by the First Baptist Church to look after the Russian 
interests in their field, has considerably enlarged his scope of work. He 
is visiting Waterbury every two weeks and finds a rapidly growing interest 
there. The Grace Baptist Church of that city, is conveniently located 
for this work, and they have kindly consented to open the Church for 
these services. Some action must be taken by us to more actively sustain 
this enterprise. 

It is a growing conviction among our denominational workers in 
New England that if we are to successfully grapple with the problem of 
the foreign-born in our territory, we must not only work through the 
ordinary means which we have heretofore employed, of securing a mis- 
sionary familiar with the language of these nationalities to do specia 
work among them, but the local Churches everywhere must awaken to 
a sense of their opportunity and obligation to seek to reach these classes 
through the ordinary services of the Church and Sunday School. , The 
recent investigation made by the Secretary of the Convention shows that 
already many Churches are making attempts in this direction with very 
encouraging results. It was ascertained that in the Baptist Churches and 
Sunday Schools of the State are representatives of twenty-four (24) 
different non-English-speaking nationalities and that already not less 
than ten per cent, of our Church membership and fifteen per cent, of our 
Sunday School enrollment, is of these people. We commend to all the 
Churches a careful consideration of these opportunities for doing an 
important work. 

Four Swedish Churches have been aided through the year. The 
Church at Hartford under the pastoral care of Rev. Carl Lojtner has 
made such satisfactory progress that they have voluntarily assumed to 
become self-supporting. The Rev. Wm. Kohler, pastor of the Bethel 
church of Bridgeport, has resigned and no successor has been put in charge 
of the work. The New Haven Swedish Church under the care of Rev. 
0. W. Johnson, is pressing on courageously, but will probably need help 
for another year. The Swedish Tabernacle Church at Waterbury 
settled during the year the Rev. Eric Berg, recently arrived from Sweden, 
but the work has not prospered. Difficulties in the field are not yet 
overcome and the future of the Church is doubtful. Pastor B' rg has 
resigned and will finish his work the first of January. The new Swedish 
interest at Bristol organized last year, is asking for help and no doubt 
ought to be aided and a man placed on the field who can look after the 
growing interest. 

Work among the Aided Churches. 

The Convention has aided to some extent nineteen (19) American 
Churches during the year. The larger part of these are still quite weak 
and the prospect of self-support is distant. The Churches at Wethersfield, 
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Andover and Cornwall Hollow have no regular services and the member- 
ship has become very greatly reduced. The Church at North Colebrook 
has received occasional visits from the Rev. B. F. Nye and both the 
Church and parsonage have been put in good condition. At South 
Colebrook and East Cornwall services are sustained by joining with the 
Congregationalists in supporting the pastor. Rev. C. W. Davis at 
Bantam and Rev. C. K. Flanders at Canton both report progress in their 
work. The Colchester Church has suffered some severe losses by death 
and Pastor Remmington is doubtful how much longer he can continue on 
the field. For the past year, Mr. H. W. Tillinghast, a young man, 
student for the ministry, has been on the field at Cromwell. Very 
satisfactory progress has been made, quite a number of candidates 
waiting baptism. The Rev. P. S. Collins is still the efficient country 
pastor at Eastford and Westford and is looking carefully after the work. 
The Rev. F. E. Robbins at Ledyard has also had considerable accessions 
by baptisms. 

At Old Lyme no change is marked. Pastor Delzell reports baptisms 
at Naugatuck. Rev. George E. Davis has resigned at Sterling Hill and 
the outlook is not encouraging. In some of the more important aided 
Churches work has gone forward in an encouraging way. The Rev. 
A. L. Tedford resigned at the Third Norwich Church and accepted a 
call at Preston City. The Rev. P. L. Cosmon is now on the field, here 
several baptisms are reported. Rev. N. B. Prindle at Shelton is pushing 
in his enthusiastic way, and the work is on the up-grade. At Tariffville 
and Stratfield, the outlook is good. The Rev. A. E. Stone, who has so 
successfully conducted the work at Winsted, has resigned to enter a 
theological seminary. The Church is now looking for a worthy successor. 
Matters of great interest are occupying the attention of the West Hartford 
brethren. The Rev. James Perry, who supplied them the early part of 
the year, has resigned and gone to the foreign field. The brethren con- 
template making a heroic effort to settle a man on the field. It may be 
well for the Convention to give tliem an extra lift to secure this desired 
consummation. The Church at Plainville, has settled our brother. Rev. J. 
G. Ward of Bozrah. This is a good opportunity and brother Ward 
is a good man. They will need our help for a little while and we have 
no doubt aid will be cheerfully given. 


Colporter Work. 

Shortly after the beginning of the year the Publication Society 
needed a chapel car worker and asked us to release Mr. Newton for six 
months to do that work. The release was granted and he continued on 
the car until the first of last September. He is now in the field and is 
vigorously pushing his peculiar work in his own happy manner . 

Progress. 

In our work in all lines of our endeavor, the work has been marked 
by considerable progress. Baptisms have been more numerous in the 
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aided Churches, fifty-six (56) reported from the field over against 
twenty-one (21) last year. In the foreign-speaking Churches fifty-six 
(56 ) baptisms, a gain of eight (8 ) over last year and in our Missions to 
the foreign-born seventy-five (75) baptisms, a gain of eight (8) over 
last year. On the whole field an aggregate of one hundred eighty-seven 
(187) baptisms, a gain over last year of thirty-seven (37). From the 
reports in hand it seems quite certain that the total number of baptisms 
in all the Churches in the State will be not over eight hundred (800). 
It will thus be seen that about twenty-one per cent, of additions to the 
Churches by baptisms have been in fields supported by the Convention. 

These results ought to strongly encourage us to push forward with 
zeal and energy, but the whole question resolves itself at last into the 
problem of support for our work. Just so far as the offerings of the 
Churches will enable us, we will continue our efforts in the direction of 
our Convention activities. Much, very much more than we are doing 
now, ought to be done. 

The Challenge of the Hour. 

At the meetings of the Northern Baptist Convention last spring, 
after due deliberation, a Five-Year Program was adopted for the Baptist 
Churches of the North. The items of that program will be discussed at 
our evening session. The value of such a program, of course, depends 
upon how we take it. If it is a matter merely academic, something to be 
discussed and admired and resolved upon and nothing more, the Conven- 
tion might better have spent its time in something else. But if, on the 
other hand, there be on the part of all the Churches a high and holy 
resolve to attempt this task in dead earnest and carry it through, if by the 
grace of God attainment be possible, it may mean a revolution in the 
affairs of our denomination. If this desirable end is reached the supreme 
question for us is, what will we do in carrying out our share of the program, 
what is our proportion of these million accessions the program demands 
and how shall we set about getting them, and so of all the other items, 
the increase in missionary giving and all that? To do our part will no 
doubt be a hard task, but is not the end worth the attempt? It seems 
to your Board that in some way, through our Resolution Committee or 
otherwise, we should at this session of the Convention put ourselves on 
record in regard to the matter. We ask you to consider seriously the 
obligation laid on us to meet the religious needs of the State and to give 
us your most generous support, your most cordial sympathy and your 
most earnest prayers.

Charles Edward Prior, the Treasurer, presented his re- 
port. 

Voted, That the report of the Treasurer be adopted with 
the privilege of amending it this year to include all money 
received at the Convention. 

Rev. H. M. Thompson, D.D., Chairman of the Committee 
on Nomination of Officers, presented the following report:

Voted, That the Secretary be requested to cast one bal- 
lot for the officers named, except the Secretary. Upon his 
doing so they were declared elected. 

Voted, That the presiding officer cast one ballot for the 
Secretary ; upon his doing so Dr. Coats was declared elected. 

The newly elected President the Rev. Frederick Lent, 
Ph.D., was called to the chair and spoke of his reluctance to 
accept the position; but consented on condition that the 
members of the committee share the burden with him. 

Rev. W. F. Rowley presented the report on Nomination 
of Trustees. 

Voted, That the report be accepted with the privilege of 
naming one to take the place of Dr. Lent, who by virtue of 
his office is a member of the Board. 

Voted, That the Secretary be authorized to cast one bal- 
lot for the Trustees named. Upon his doing so, they were 
declared elected. (A list of the trustees may be found on 
page 7 of this Annual.) 
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After singing, “O Could I Speak the Matchless Worth,” 
Rev. J. B. Slocum, D.D., read John 21:15-23, and offered 
prayer. 

Rev. B. U. Hatfield preached the annual sermon, taking 
for his text John 21:16 and 20:21. 

THE ESCAPE FROM LITTLENESS 

Jesus saith to him again, Simon son of Jonas, lovest thou me? 
. . . . Yea Lord, thou Knowest that I love thee.” (John 21:16). 
“Then said Jesus to them again. Peace be unto you: as my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you.” (John 20:21). 

The disciples had reached a crisis in their life-work. They were 
in danger of slipping back into a life of littleness, a life from which 
the clearer vision, higher ideals and nobler purposes had faded. Their 
ideas of Jesus were sadly confused. With uncertainty surrounding 
their lives they turned to the occupation most familiar. With the 
blighting of their hopes it would be easy for them to go back to the 
old lake where they played as boys and toiled in early manhood. 

But just as the old life was beginning to reassert its power over 
them, Jesus came. Came when the disciples had no apparent purpose 
in life other than making a living. He left them with the determina- 
tion to make a life and to give the bread of life to the hungry of earth. 
Under the influence of His presence and His appealing words the 
disciples came again under His power and leadership. 

I — Note How the Disciples Met This New Manifestation of Jesus: 

(1) In the spirit of repentance. 

(2) In the spirit of consecration. They brought the boat, fishes, 
and nets and laid them at the feet of Jesus, a prophecy of 
their future devotion. 

II — The Purpose of This New Manifestation of Jesus: 

(1) To rescue them from failure and littleness. 

A high and worthy mission in life is the only escape from 
littleness for the Church or individual. 

(2) Jesus came to the disciples in the time of crisis to rescue 
them from littleness by giving them a worthy mission; “As 
my Father hath sent me, even so send I you.” And thus He 
has forever linked the purpose of the true disciple with the 
purpose of God. 

What must the Church do to be saved and escape littleness? 
She must be interested in some worthy work to save the community 
and the world. It was the call of foreign missions that saved the 
primitive Church and put new life into our Churches one hundred 
years ago. The task assigned the Church today is the same as the 
mission of Jesus Christ; “As my Father hath sent me, even so send 
I you.” 
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Ours is a day of big things. Big business, enterprises, wealth, 
colleges. The call is for big men and women, with big outlook and 
willing to make big efforts. We have come to a great opportunity or 
a great peril in our State. A great army of the foreign-born is with 
us. More will come when the war is over. It is ours to give them the 
Gospel in the large and loving spirit of the Gospel. 

Rev. W. A. Smith led in Prayer. 

Singing — “Jesus Calls Us.” 

An offering tvas received amounting to $42.75. 

The collectors came fortvard with the offerings and Rev. 
H. B. Sloat offered the Prayer of Consecration. 

Rev. A. B. Coats, D.D., presented the printed program. ^ 
It was accepted and adopted. 

The Committee on Nomination of Trustees presented 
the name of W. A. Frazer to take the place of Rev. Frederick 
Lent, Ph.D. 

Voted, That the Clerk be requested to cast one ballot 
for Mr. Frazer; upon his doing so, he was declared elected. 

After benediction by Rev. R. D. Trick the Convention 
adjourned until 2:30 P. M. 


TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 

The Convention was called to order at 2:45 P. M. by 
President Lent. 

Singing, “Onward, Christian Soldiers.” 

Rev. H. D. Coe led the devotional service, reading for the 
lesson Colossians 3. 

Rev. R. S. MacArthur, D. D., gave a very interesting 
address on “The Russians in America.” 
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President Shanklin of Wesleyan University brought 
greetings from the University and from the Methodist de- 
nomination. 

Address, Rev. Charles A. Brooks, representing the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 

“It is a most important time in the history of the Northern Baptist 
Convention — la time of severe tests. There are many evidences of 
the enlargement of the Baptist outlook. New phrases have been bom 
out of it. The “Budget,” is one of them but that word must be re- 
deemed from a mere materialistic conception and humanized. The 
most tragic thing in our work is to hear of the needs in the fields 
and have no money to meet them, and then think only of the “Budget.” 
To raise the apportionment is not enough. We talk about a million 
people for Christ; I am afraid some will desire to apportion the num- 
ber among the different states and when a state had received that 
number of converts say we have done enough, we have raised our 
apportionment. We might carry out that program and fail of what 
Jesus wants us to be. It is not enough to bring men into the kingdom; 
they must be brought completely under the sway of Jesus Christ. 
There is the cry on all sides for reality in our dealing with God. We 
must come to a sacrificial basis with the idea that our business is to 
give Jesus Christ a place in the hearts and lives of men. We must 
make all America Christian if we are to serve the world. We are not 
to think in little petty terms but in the imperial terms of the world’s 
conquest. Already fully 76,000 of the Baptists in the region of the 
Northern Baptist Convention are speaking foreign languages. We 
have a great problem before us; it will take time to solve it.” 

Singing, “He Hath Sounded Forth the Trumpet.” 

The pastors, of the American-speaking churches aided 
by the Convention, were introduced by Dr. Coats. 

Then the foreign-speaking churches were introduced; 
and each one spoke briefly of his own work. 

Rev. W. A. Kenzie, the new representative of the Publi- 
cation Society, was introduced, and spoke of the work of the 
Society. 

Rev. Paul E. Skokan told of the work among the Slovaks. 

The Slovaks are hungering for a deeper spiritual life, and this 
gives a great opportunity. Slovaks converted become missionaries 
in the shops and on the streets, and as they go back to their own 
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land. The work was started in Torrington about five years ago; and 
now a call has come to begin work at Bridgeport, I went to that City 
for four Sundays and spoke in one of the Parks; the first Sunday 
there were 100; the second Sunday 1,000; the third Sunday 1,500, and 
the fourth there were 2,000 crowding eagerly to hear the gospel of 
Christ. If we let the opportunity pass it may never come again. 

Rev. H. M. Thompson, D. D., led a prayer of consecration. 

After benediction by Rev. H. F. Adams, the Convention 
adjourned until 7 :15 P. M. 


TUESDAY EVENING. 

After an organ prelude all joined in singing, “Blessed 
Assurance, Jesus is Mine.” 

After repeating the 23d Psalm in concert. Rev. J. R. 
Stubbert led in prayer. 

Rev. J. N. Lackey, D.D., presented the report of the 
Committee on Social Service. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL SERVICE. 

Hartford, Conn., October 15, 1915. 
To the Connecticut Baptist Convention: 

Your committee on Social Service beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing report: 

The work of the Social Service Commission was largely disorgan- 
ized for this year by the resignation of the Chairman of the Commis- 
sion, Rev. Walter E. Woodbury, and his subsequent leaving the state, 
before the work of the commission was more than partially organized 
and outlined for the year. After sdme delay the present chairman 
was appointed, but too late to accomplish much more than was 
assigned to various members of the commission at the only meeting 
of the commission which was held in the fall. 

Through the work of the commission the various churches and 
pastors were kept in touch with the proposed legislation before the 
General Assembly of the State. At the hearing before the Excise 
Committee on the proposed State Prohibition Amendment, through the 
efforts of the commission the Baptists were present in goodly num- 
ber, and helped to make the hearing one of the strongest and most 
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impressive held at the Capitol last year. As a result of the hearing 
the Excise Committee recommended to the legislature the submitting 
of an amendment to the Constitution for the prohibition of the manu- 
facture and sale of alcoholic liquors, except for certain specified 
purposes. The proposed measure was voted down in the House, but we 
feel that much was accomplished in securing the favorable action of 
the Excise Committee. 

Owing to the inability to make arrangements with the local 
convention church, the Annual Men’s Supper and Brotherhood Meet- 
ing had to be given up for this year. 

The expense to which the Commission has been for the year was 
partly borne by the Convention from the secretary’s office and partly 
by money raised by the Commission. 

As to the other work of the Commission, it must consist largely of 
recommendations and plans for the year to come. 

(1) As to Social Service. We believe that more and more the 
Church must address itself to the vital needs of the community in 
which it is situated. While it must not forget the larger needs of the 
Kingdom, its very life depends on its addressing itself to the needs 
of the home community. People are demanding as never before that 
Christianity manifest a vital interest in the great moral issues of 
the present day. Each church must work out its own program of 
Social Service, but by way of helpful suggestion we recommend liter- 
ature on Social Service provided by the American Baptist Publica- 
tion Society. We also recommend that the churches as enthusiastically 
adopt the “Five-Year Program” outlined by the Northern Baptist 
Convention. 

(2) As to Sabbath Observance. We believe that every man 
should have one day in seven as a day of rest and worship, and 
we endorse the movement inaugurated by the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America to secure this end. We also put 
ourselves on record as favoring any and all laws which will preserve 
the sanctity of the Lord’s Day, and as opposing any law permitting 
the desecration or commercializing of that day. We believe that 
Sunday Evening Benefit Performances of the Theatres in many of 
the cities of Connecticut constitute only the entering wedge for the 
so called liberalizing of the Lord’s Day. We believe that these per- 
formances should be investigated as to who is benefited and where the 
money goes. 

(3) . As to the Liquor Question. We believe that the organized 
liquor traffic is one of the greatest enemies of the Church. The pros- 
perity of the one means the hindrance of the other. We therefore 
endorse any movement for the overthrow of the legalized saloon and 
the distraction of the traffic. We especially commend the great 
movement making for State wide and Nation wide prohibition. Much 
progress has been made in both of these directions. 

The churches hope along this line rests largely with the young 
people. We therefore recommend a vigorous educational campaign 
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against the work of the liquor traffic throughout the year. Let every 
Bible School make as much as possible of the Quarterly and Annual 
Temperance Sundays. We recommend the spreading of literature 
and the use of posters showing the evils of intemperance as shown 
by scientific research. 

We urge that Christian voters attend the primaries and place in 
nomination for public office men of known temperance conviction, and 
that they refuse to vote for men for public office who favor the legal- 
ized saloon. 

(4) . As to Gambling and Vice. We register the convictions of 
the Baptists of the State of Connecticut as favoring a policy of 
suppression of gambling and vice, rather than regulation, under police 
surveillance. We commend every attempt to eliminate all gambling 
devices from our state and county fairs and all places of public 
amusement. 

(5) . As to Jails and Lockups. How to treat the offender against 
the law is a hard problem. We have only begun to study it, but it is 
already recognized that mistreatment and abuse make none better. 
There is no need of keeping a man in a worse place than one would 
keep animals merely because he has done wrong. Unsanitary condi- 
tions should have no defenders, still there are those who oppose 
change. The local lockup is often a menace not only to the one locked 
up but to the entire community. The jail system as a means of 
reformation is a proven failure and something else must be found. 

(6) . As to Work for Men. We recommend and urge the for- 
mation of a Brotherhood or some kindred men’s organization in every 
Church, with a definite program of work for men. Men are usually 
too busy to take much interest in a Brotherhood as a mere social 
organization. It must be linked up to something worth while, if 
it is to succeed. Center it about a Bible class, and give it a spirit 
of evangelism. Make men see that the work of the Kingdom is 
a man’s job and they will usually respond.

Kev. H. M. Thompson, D.D., presented the report of the 
Committee on State of Religion. 
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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE 

CHURCHES. 

Your committee presents the following report. The President 
of the Convention set Watchmen upon the walls of our Zion, with in- 
structions to note conditions in our Churches throughout the year 
and bring the results of their observations up to the Convention. 
These observers have done their work thoroughly and as Chairman 
of the Committee I would be pleased to give to you their every 
utterance. But for want of time I must condense. 

I will put first a condition that attracted the attention of the 
entire committee and which should have our prayerful consideration. 
It is very apparent that not a few of our Churches are growing 
weaker each year. A member of your committee puts the matter in 
a nutshell. 

(1) . Older members are dying off, and material is decreasing 
through the coming in of the foreigner. 

(2) . A worldly-mindedness on the part of the present member- 
ship that dwarfs their Christian life and makes void their Christian 
influence. 

(3) . Many of our Pastors fail to realize that the conditions de- 
mand the purpose of a life and death struggle. 

A pastor of a rural Church assigns as a manifest cause of decline 
in rural churches, secular amusements, movies, card parties, etc., but 
attributed the decline chiefly to the indifference of Church members. 

A city pastor not upon the committee sizes up the general 
situation, injecting an optimistic note that finds an echo in all the 
communications : 

(1) . The City Churches fairly holding their own, because of 
ability to And material to make up their losses. 

(2) . The Country Churches steadily declining chiefly from want 
of material to make up their losses, due to changed conditions. 

(3) . Believe there is much faith and prayer looking to a revi- 
val but think it is to be realized in the future conversion of our alien 
population. 

It is evident that there is substantial agreement as to conditions, 
but that the symposium may be complete we must pay heed to these 
words from a member of the committee. He writes: I would not 
go before the Convention with only a wail. I would wail but I would 
have something more than a wail. He adds certain facts. 

(1) . In each of these declining Churches there is a remnant: 
God’s remnant; and the Book shows He can work with a remnant 
and as far as I am familiar with the record He has almost always had 
to work with a remnant. 

(2) . There is yet in the most depleted field a sufficient English 
speaking population, if regenerated, to build up these languishing 
Churches. 
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(3). In view of these facts, the Baptists of Connecticut should 
drop on their knees and call on God mightily as Ninevah of old called. 
I have an overwhelming conviction that God’s trumpet call of the 
hour is the call to united, persevering, persistent, prevailing Prayer. 

The committee puts special emphasis in this report upon the 
rural problem. We do this because we believe that this should 
receive our special attention. From the field at large there comes a 
report of much that miakes our hearts rejoice and that inspires us 
with hopes for larger successes in the future. The benevolences of 
the Churches are certainly, indicative that the Churches have caught 
something of the world vision that occupied the mind of our Lord. 
Evangelism, not so much perhaps of a professional type, but as pre- 
sented by pastors and teachers, has had an important place in the 
activities of our Churches. To this no doubt is due in large measure 
the increased number of baptisms in the State. A very healthy sign 
is the growing interest in the conversion of the alien. God has put 
the seal of His approval upon the efforts put forth in behalf of the 
stranger within our gates. We can say with frankness that many of 
our Churches are awake to the present day situation. Our Bible 
Schools and Young People’s societies, are many of them, doing excel- 
lent work along spiritual lines. And here is a quotation from a mem- 
ber of the committee that is of exceeding weight and importance: 
“A distinctly higher grade of living is noted by the pastors in the 
Churches. There is a sensitiveness about the way in which men make 
their money, which shows that the new social and spiritual leaven is 
beginning to work. The pastors all report an increasing interest in 
religion as the final value of life; they think that the fundamentals 
are appreciated as never before.” 

In closing this report, allow me to make a few comments which 
are suggested by these reports. 

(1) . Many Churches in rural places are dying, slowly but surely. 
And in many instances we are allowing them to die without a hand 
being lifted to help them. Herein is a loud call to our Convention 
Workers, to our strong city Churches, to our Laymen, to our mission- 
ary committees, to come to the help of these weak Churches. 

(2) . Some of the rural Churches will some day be suburban 
Churches and must be sustained at any cost for what they are to be- 
come. 

(3) . We are losing in numbers, because of the spasms of reforms 
which come to our Churches occasionally. In one Association one 
hundred and four names were erased last year and in the same asso- 
ciation this year seventy were erased. Correspondence with absentees, 
letters to pastors in their vicinity, patient following up for years if 
necessary, properly conducted disciplinary methods, would save many 
to Christ and His Churches and impress everyone with the fairness 
of treatment. 

(4) . Our Churches should become more cosmopolitan in char- 
acter, possessing a spirit of loving interest in all who are made in the 
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image of God. And our Bible Schools should be utilized more than 
ever as the educative arm of the Church in our endeavors to give the 
Gospel to the children of the aliens. 

(5). We should not seek to save our churches and to protect 
them from service and sacrifice but we should rather seek to lose 
them in the work of Christ. “Except a com of wheat fall into the 
ground and die, it abideth alone; but if it die, it bringeth forth much 
fruit.”

The Middletown Choir directed by Mrs. Hyde, the pas- 
tor’s wife, rendered the “Evening Hymn” with tenor obli- 
gato by Mr. Charles Edward Prior, Jr., of Hartford. 

Consideration of the Five-Year Program of The North- 
ern Baptist Convention by five pastors. 

Rev. J. B. Slocum spoke of Evangelism. 

When Jesus said to his disciple “Go,” he uttered the most im- 
pressive message ever given. It was the most daring order ever 
given for it contemplated the surrender of the world; but with this 
order was coupled this most precious promise, “Lo, I am with you.” 
In the early days every disciple was a discipler, and we are return- 
ing to that conception. Dr. Slocum then outlined the plan of the 
Northern Baptist Convention for evangelism — mentioning the three 
divisions of the territory with a general Evangelist in each — ^then the 
state Evangelists. In the New England division there are 3,900 
Baptist churches with a membership of 576,000, and to do the work 
would require $70,000 but only $25,000 is yet in sight. The speaker 
also mentioned the St. Louis plan and the Indianapolis plan, each of 
which proved very successful last year. Another suggestion was that 
pastors should gather men about them and teach them how to be soul 
winners. 

Rev. F. Lent, Ph.D. spoke of “An Increased Missionary 
Force.” 

If we get the men God will give us, with the men, the needed 
money. The whole question is the spirituality of the churches. We 
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need to get a new vision of the value of the ministry for Christ, — 
to realize that to win souls for Christ and to comfort and help those in 
need is the greatest thing in the world. We need a new consecration 
to missions so that we shall be ready to gladly give our children to 
the work. When we love the kingdom of God as Kipling loved Eng- 
land there will be men, women and money for missions. 

“The Endowment of Minister’s and Missionaries Benefit 
Board,” was the topic discussed by Rev. P. C. Wright. 

We are facing a new day for the Church and ministry. We 
must have a ministry right in its kind, possibilities and support. 
While we pray for more men for the ministry; we are responsible 
for an adequate education of these men; most of them come from 
humble homes in which they have learned to trust God. We are 
responsible in setting them apart for the ministry, and then so 
supporting them that it will not be necessary for them to seek some 
other employment that they may meet their necessary expenses. It 
is a shame to ask a man to give his whole time to such a work at a 
smaller salary than the uneducated foreigners receive with pick and 
shovel. We want them to live a normal life and ought to make it 
possible for them to do it. We need men of the highest spiritual 
attainments. We need to be careful in the education of the young 
ministry, lest they be turned aside from the faith by teachers who 
are without faith. 


Rev. W. B. Matteson of the Minister’s Home Society 
explained the work of that Society. 

Rev. W. G. Fennell, D.D., spoke of “The Six-Million- 
Dollar Educational Endowment.” 

Such a work was begun by J. D. Rockefeller years ago, but he 
was practically alone in it at that time. Now the work is taken up 
and is being pressed vigorously. Six million dollars seems like a 
large sum; but when we realize that it must be divided among forty 
institutions it does not seem a large sum for each. 

We need to get more of our boys and girls into the educational 
life; the Presbyterians have one in 79 of their young people in prepar- 
ation for leadership; we have only one in 176. Then we need Baptist 
schools because the state institutions cannot teach religious truth. 
The money should be raised, for in many of our institutions the pro- 
fessors are on very meager salaries, and much better buildings are 
needed. It can be gained by a revival of the religious life. 


Singing, “The Morning Light is Breaking.” 
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Rev. W. A. Smith spoke of “Six Million Dollars a Year 
for Missions and Benevolence.” 

This seems a large sum if we measure it by the intelligent interest 
on the part of the average Baptist, or by the feeling of responsibility, 
or by the understanding and experience of real self-sacrifice of the 
ordinary Church member. But it is a period when men in all kinds of 
business as well as in war are thinking in big terms, and we need in 
Christ’s work also to think in big terms. If we realize that we have 
1,500,000 Baptists in the Northern Baptist Convention, we will see 
that $6,000,000 means only $4.00 a piece; or if we think of the per- 
centage of income it will not seem an impossible sum. And if we 
measure it over against the power of God it does not seem as large. 
We have talked over this matter; now what are we going to do about 
it? 

The President requested three laymen to lead in prayer. 

Rev. P. C. Wright pronounced the benediction and the 
Convention was adjourned until Wednesday at 2:30 P. M.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON OBITUARIES. 

“Precious in the sight of the Lord is the death of His saints.” 
The memory of those who have labored and sacrificed for Christ should 
be precious to us. It is well for us to stop a moment and recall some 
of those who have labored in our midst; and we should be very 
thoughtful as we notice that the workers are gathering homeward one 
by one. 
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Rev. William A. Bronson. 

Rev. W. A. Bronson was born in Ainsville, N. Y., in 1840 and 
died at Clinton, Conn., Nov. 5, 1914. He continued his work as a 
minister to the last. He was the son of a minister; was graduated 
from Madison University; and afterward commissioned by the Amer- 
ican Baptist Home Missionary Society as a Missionary to Michigan; 
then a territory. In 1875 he was ordained at Haddam, and since that 
time has held pastorates in Michigan, New York, New Jersey, and 
Connecticut. His first charge in this state was at Winthrop; he served 
later in Bridgeport, and for eight years was pastor at Clinton. He 
was a veteran of the civil war. Everywhere he showed himself a 
faithful student of the Word of God, a good preacher, and an efficient 
pastor. 

Rev. Charles H. Hickok. 

Rev. C. H. Hickok died in Wakefield, Mass., November 11, 1914. 
He was a native of Canada, a veteran of the Civil War, and a prom- 
inent member of the Grand Army of the Republic. He was a gradu- 
ate of Boston University, and the Newton Theological Institution. 
His pastorates were at Southfield, Quincy Point, West Harwich, Mass, 
and in Connecticut, at Montville Union 1875-76, Central Thompson 
1883-87, and Sterling 1891-95. He retired from the active pastorate 
in 1894, and has since resided in Wakefield. 

Rev. George Knobloc. 

Rev. Geo. Knobloc was born in Germany Nov. 10, 1849, and died 
in Bridgeport, Conn., Nov. 16, 1914. When he was sixteen he came 
to America and joined the First German Baptist Church of New 
York City. For a time he worked at his trade as a wheelwright, but 
soon felt a call to the ministry, and attended the Theological Semin- 
ary at Rochester for a time, and at the age of twenty-one was called 
to the Church at West Hoboken. In 1853 he accepted the call to the 
First German Church in Newark, N. J., where he spent in all sixteen 
very prosperous years. Then for eighteen years he did a good work 
for the Master at the 3rd Street Church of Philadelphia. For two 
years he was Superintendent of the German Baptist Home for aged 
people in Philadelphia, but on the first of November, 1913 he came 
to Bridgeport, and after a year’s work heard the Master calling him 
home. After preaching a very earnest sermon on the theme, “How 
to deal with our neighbors when they offend us,” he was stricken and 
died the following day. The ministers at Bridgeport spoke with appre- 
ciation and tenderness at his funeral. 

Rev. Thomas G. Denchfield. 

Rev. T. G. Denchfield was born at Wing, England, in 1851; 
he was converted at the age of 19, and early manifested a desire to do 
Christian work. In company with others he conducted cottage meet- 
ings in his native town before coming to this country. He came to 
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Canada in 1872, and was soon licensed to preach by the Park Street 
Church, Hamilton, Ont. In 1874 he was ordained at Kenilworth. His 
next pastorate was at Brampton. In 1880 he entered Crozer Theo- 
logical Seminary for further study. He held pastorates at Hebron, 
West Philadelphia, and Ambler, Penn., First Bayonne, N. J., North 
Grafton, and Dighton, Mass., and Stratfield, and Stepney, Conn. His 
last pastorate was only for five months. November 15, 1914 he was 
stricken with paralysis just as he was to begin the service, and died 
December 3, 1914. He was a lovable personality, a faithful pastor, a 
consistent disciple of the Lord Jesus, whom he loved to serve, and a 
man who won friends easily, and knew how to keep them. 

Rev. Brainard Wayland Barrows. 

Rev. B. W. Barrows died February 19, 1915 in Ridgewood, N. J. 
He was born at North Attleboro, Mass., May 21, 1827, and was 
graduated from Brown University in 1851, and from Newton Theologi- 
cal Seminary in 1854. His pastorates were at the First Church Dor- 
chester District, Boston, 1855-72, Middletown, Conn., 1873-80, and at 
Norwood, Mass., 1881-90. After this he retired from the active min- 
istry. Mr. Barrows was of exceptional faithfulness and usefulness in 
the Christian ministry. Courteous, genial, and sympathetic as a 
pastor he won the hearts of his people, while he instructed and edified 
them by his earnest, pious and able presentation of Gospel truth. 

Rev. J. P. Forsell. 

Rev. J. P. Forsell was buried at Providence, R. I., March 3, 1915. 
He had been a preacher for forty-three years, nine in Sweden and 
thirty-four in this country. He held pastorates in Boston, Brockton, 
Mass., New Britain, Conn., and Providence, R. I. 

Rev. Alfred Sweetser Stowell 

Rev. A. S. Stowell, pastor at North Egremont, Mass., died sud- 
denly as he was entering the pulpit to begin service March 8, 1915. He 
was born in Wakefield, Mass., June 1, 1850. He was graduated from 
Colby College in 1872, and from Newton Theological Seminary in 
1875. His pastorates have been at Salem, 1875-80, Derry, N. H., 
1880-89, Montville Union, Conn., 1889-96, Berlin, N. H., 1896-1904, 
Bristol, R. I., 1904-10, and just one year to a day at North Egremont, 
Mass. Mr. Stowell was a modest, exemplary, faithful, and industrious 
pastor, of a beautiful Christian spirit, warmly loved by his people, and 
highly commended by his brethren. He was wise, discreet, and de- 
voted, an admirable Christian man and minister of Jesus Christ. 

Rev. John N. Chase. 

Rev. J. N. Chase died Sunday, March 21, 1915, at his home in Old 
Saybrook where he had lived since 1895. He was born at Amesbury, 
Mass., July 11, 1833, pursued his preparatory studies at Fairfax, Vt., 
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and completed them at Rochester University and Seminary in 1859. 
In November of the same year he was ordained pastor of the Baptist 
Church at Deep River, Conn., where he remained for about twelve 
years. His next pastorate was at Exeter, N. H., from December, 
1871 to November, 1894. Mr. Barrows was an interesting and power- 
ful preacher, and during his pastorates 271 were added to the 
churches he served. 

Rev. John A. Peake. 

Rev. J. A. Peake was born in Dublin, Ireland, December 19, 1884, 
and died in Salt Lake City, May 22, 1915. He received his education 
in the public schools, and Trinity College. On account of his health 
he came to America, and for some years was engaged as a surveyor 
for the Santa Fe and Southern Pacific R. R. Returning to New York 
he entered the A. B. Simpson school to prepare for foreign work. He 
served for a time in the city mission, and was ordained at North 
Orange, N. J. in 1899, afterward serving churches in Philipsburg and 
Oldbridge, N. J., then for three and half years was pastor at North 
Lyme, and one year at East Killingly, Conn., and two and one-half 
years at Naragansett Pier, R. I. Owing to his wife’s health he went 
to Halley, Idaho in 1908 and later to Glendale, Arizona. He also 
worked in Salt Lake City, and in Nevada; for about a year he had 
charge of the Chapel Car No. 69 and covered what is known as the 
Sierra-Nevada Convention field. As he was walking along the streets 
of Salt Lake city he suifered an apoplectic shock, and expired imme- 
diately. He was a man of culture; many of his poems show very high 
merit; he was deeply versed in the scriptures, very sympathetic; he 
loved men and sought in all ways to help them. 

Rev. W. W. Case, D.D. 

Rev. W. W. Case was born August 30, 1839, and died May 31, 1915. 
He graduated from Bucknell College in 1863 ^and was ordained at 
Berwick, Pa., November 5 of the same year. He was pastor of the 
Second Baptist Church, New London, Conn., from December, 1868 to 
October, 1869. His other pastorates were in Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey. He entered the Civil War twice, the first time in the emer- 
gency service while in college, and the second time as chaplain of a 
Pennsylvania regiment. He was a devoted minister of Jesus Christ, 
and in his long service brought honor to his Master. Many will rise 
up to call him blessed. 

Rev. Thomas S. Samson. 

Rev. Thomas S. Samson, formerly pastor of Calvary Baptist 
Church of New Haven, and father of George W. Samson, for the past 
fourteen years with the H. Wales Lines Company of this city, died at 
his home in Germantown, Pa., Friday, October 8, 1915, following a 
long illness. He had been pastor of the First Baptist Church of Ger- 
mantown for the past sixteen years. Rev. Mr. Samson was one of 
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the best known and most highly respected clergymen of the denomina- 
tion. Mr. Samson was a scholarly preacher and a cultured Christian 
gentleman. 

Mr. John Ives. 

Mr. John Ives was one of the oldest members of the First Meriden 
Baptist Church, identified through a long life with the business inter- 
ests of the city, and one of the few charter members of the Social 
Union; he died August 23, 1915, at the age of 90. 

Mr. Arthur E. Miller. 

Mr. Miller died December 31, 1914. He was the son of Mr. 
Edward Miller so long identified with the Baptist work of the state, 
and a descendant of the Rev. Harvey Miller, at one time pastor of the 
First Baptist Church of Meriden. He was a member for many years 
and continued his father’s interest in its prosperity. 

Deacon Henry D. Stanton. 

Deacon Stanton was long a faithful consistent member of the 
First Baptist Church of New London. 

Martha Waite Reed Wayland. 

Friend of Christ, lover of His Church, sympathetic, wise helper 
of the pastor, generous steward of large wealth, beloved and honored 
for her benefactions. Mrs. Wayland passed into the life of God in 
November, 1914. She contributed largely to the success of the McAll 
Mission, which she visited personally and all our mission work. Home 
and Foreign, as well as our Educational work, was the object of her 
gifts and prayers. She put many thousands of dollars into our 
denomination, always ungrudgingly, considering the money well 
invested. Those who were fortunate enough to occupy the Prophet’s 
chamber in her hospitable home saw something of her humble faith, 
her keen intellect, her brilliant conversational powers, and wide 
culture. God crowned her life when He granted her request, and 
took her to Himself.

EEPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBLE SCHOOLS. 

Your Bible School Committee has no such report of accomplish- 
ments to present this year, as h^s been presented during the past few 
years. 

The outstanding event which we have to chronicle is, perhaps, the 
removal of Rev. L. H. Koehler of Hartford, from the State, with his 
consequent severance of connection with our Bible School work. Mr. 
Koehler was the chairman of this committee, and was a strong force 
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for the promotion of modern Bible School work within our Conven- 
tion. His removal was a severe blow to our committee’s work, and is 
felt as a personal loss by its membership. 

At the beginning of the year a plan of work was outlined some- 
what as follows: A corps of the most successful workers within this 
Convention was gathered — men and women who were ready to give 
their service for the promotion of efficient Bible School work through- 
out the State. To every Bible School Superintendent and Church 
pastor in the Convention we made the offer to send one or more of 
these experienced and successful workers, absolutely free of expense, 
to help in the consideration of the local problems, and make sugges- 
tions as to their solution. These leaders were also prepared to hold 
conferences with the workers of the Churches to which they should 
go. 

This plan was carefully worked out, and the information concern- 
ing it was sent to every church and school in the Convention, with 
the invitation to make use of the plan, and to send for the workers 
who would be of most assistance in every local situation. To that invi- 
tation, not a single pastor or Bible School Superintendent replied. 
The plan received absolutely no acceptance on the part of the churches 
or schools. Apparently the constituency did not desire that kind of 
help. 

Your committee desires in its report to emphasize again the 
fundamental importance of aggressive Bible School work for any last- 
ing success on the part of our churches. The churches throughout 
the state of all denominations are today spending more time and 
energy upon the work of religious education than ever before. In the 
churches where adequate attention is being given to Bible School 
work, good results in church membership and working intelligence are 
appearing as the fruits of the educational emphasis. 

Your committee desires also to direct the attention of the 
churches to the means of assistance in this work offered through the 
Connecticut Sunday School Association, and the special department of 
our American Baptist Publication Society. It desires to emphasize 
the importance of modern, thorough-going, pedagogical methods within 
all our schools, large and small, and to encourage every pastor and 
superintendent in the State to make every effort to train up yearly a 
growing body of qualified teachers for the work of our Bible Schools.

Rev. E. R. Hyde presented the report of the Committee 
on Apportionment. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON APPORTIONMENT. 

For various reasons, it has seemed wise that the Committee on 
Apportionments await the result of the new method of raising our 
financial budget before going to the Churches for a renewal of their 
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pledges. While strict accuracy cannot be attained, it is certain that 
the new method has been successful in bringing in larger returns than 
any other plan of apportionment heretofore adopted. By the action 
of the Apportionment Committee last year, pledges were secured from 
104 Churches for an amount aggregating $7,527.00. From the 
Churches thus pledging themselves to this amount 81 Churches have 
paid the pledge in full or exceeded the amount. The whole amount 
received on pledges is $7,297.95 and $818.26 has been received from 
23 Churches which made no pledge. The amount received from 
pledges exceeds the amount received from the same Churches last 
year, $1,298.83. 

The result is our justification in recommending that the plan be 
followed for this coming year. An estimate has been prepared by the 
Secretary as follows:

REPORT OF HISTORICAL COMMITTEE. 

The Waterford and Montville Baptist Church. 

This Church was constituted in 1813 with twenty-four members. 
They were favored with the labors of Bro. Jonathan Ames from the 
time of their constitution to his death, which occurred in 1830. He 
was ordained over them in 1816. Their number never exceeded fifty- 
six; for three years in succession it was forty. The Church was 
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rGceiv6d into tliG Ngw London Association bGtWGen 1821 and 1826. 
In 1830 there was a great revival, and eighteen were added to the 
Church by baptism, and one the following year. 

The Church seems never to have had a meeting-house of its own, 
but held its services in what is now known as the “East Lake’s Pond” 
school-house. It seems to have been a Church gathered by Elder 
Ames, and centered about him; soon after his death it began to 
decline; three years later, they made no report. The last mention is 
made in the statistics of the minutes in 1836, when it is said to have 
had forty-nine members; but this number is evidently copied from 
previous reports. 

Washington Avenue Baptist Church, Hartford, Conn. 

The majority of the Baptists in the southwestern part of Hartford 
attended the South Baptist Church after its organization in 1834, 
because it was much nearer than the First Baptist Church, which was 
then located where the Cheney Building now stands, and was dedicated 
March 23, 1831. It was afterward known as Truro Hall. 

In 1858 people on Grand Street and vicinity, mostly members of 
the South Baptist Church, thought a place of worship was needed 
in that locality. Through the assistance of Eev. Amasa Howard, the 
City Missionary, they secured the first floor in the little white wooden 
building, now 2 Grand Street, in which to hold ‘■Sabbath School and 
prayer meetings. After worshipping there about a year, the school 
grew to such an extent that a larger room was needed; it was then 
that the Grand Street Mission Sabbath School was organized on 
March 20, 1859. 

Deacon Albert Day of the South Baptist Church, erected a two- 
story brick building at 18 Grand Street, and gave them the upper 
floor, free of rent, for a place of worship, and installed J. Wood- 
bridge White as Superintendent, W. M. Foster, Assistant Superinten- 
dent, W. H. Gross, Secretary and Treasurer, and S. S. Hastings, 
Librarian. Mr. Woodbridge served for five years, S. S. Hastings, 
J. W. Overand, W. M. Foster, and W. H. Gross from 1864-1870. 

The time had now come to organize the Third Baptist Church 
of Hartford, and this was consummated April 28, 1870. In 1872, 
after they had moved into their new building on the corner of Wash- 
ington and Jefferson Streets, the name was changed to The Wash- 
ington Avenue Baptist Church. Forty-six members of^ the South 
Baptist Church were dismissed April 28, 1870, to unite with the new 
Church. The officers were as follows: Pastor, Rev. Amasa Howard; 
Clerk, Albert W. Roberts; Deacons, Henry P. Selden, Geo. A. Humm, 
and Henry R. Tryon; Choirmaster, Harrison Seamans. Henry R. 
Tryon was Superintendent in the Sabbath School, with E. B. Camp, 
Mrs. J. M. Sutherland and Mrs. A. Strickland as assistants. Sidney 
Andrews was Secretary and Treasurer; and the Librarians were 
Sylvester Griswold, Wm. Tolhurst and Frank M. Hale. ^ There were 
450 volumes in the library, 25 teachers and 239 scholars in the school. 
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Under Mr. Tryon the School grew to over 300; because of this, land 
was purchased on the corner of Washington and Jefferson Streets and 
a chapel erected. Deacon Tryon was the builder. Deacon Selden 
presented the Church with the bell and communion service. Miss 
Mary F. Bond was the first convert, and was baptized in June, 1870, 
in the Park River, between the stepping-stones and the bridge. Miss 
Hattie E. Warner, Clara Brown, Edward Huntoon and Edward Hawes 
were baptized in the same place the following August. This place 
was used because the chapel was not completed. 

A few years previous it was a common thing to baptize in the 
Park River. On one occasion when Dr. Davis conducted the service, 
Mrs. Sigourney, who was a warm personal friend of his, was so 
impressed by the service held opposite her residence, that she com- 
posed a beautiful poem, called “The Baptism.” 

The Church prospered for a while, but in 1870 there was an 
eruption, some went back to the South Baptist Church, and others 
stood by and held meetings in the chapel until the doors were closed. 

In 1880 the few left secured a room in the old Orphan Asylum 
on Washington Street, opposite Ward Street, and held preaching ser- 
vices on Sunday and prayer meetings on Thursday evenings. Al- 
though few in number they enjoyed the services, as they had good 
singing and preaching. In the latter part of 1881 the treasury running 
low they decided to disband. 

At an auction held January 28, 1879, Captain Ebenezer Mor- 
gan of Groton, purchased the property known as the Washington 
Avenue Chapel, and turned it over to the South Baptist Church for a 
mission. In a letter to the Church he expressed the hope that it 
might become a Church. The South Baptist Church accepted the gift, 
and placed on record suitable testimonials, and also sent a copy of the 
same to Captain Morgan. 

A committee of three was appointed to look after the interest 
of the mission: Chairman, W. S. Bronson of the First Baptist Church; 
Treasurer, James Lockwood of the Asylum Avenue Baptist Church; 
Secretary, John W. Lamb of the South Baptist Church. The chapel 
was renovated, and A. S. Brown was put in charge as Superintendent; 
he served about three years. Herbert White was his successor and 
served until the Memorial Baptist Church was organized. 

The First, South, and Asylum Avenue Baptist Churches each con- 
tributed $300.00 for the support of the mission. From 1879-1884 the 
South Baptist Church continued the work of Morgan Chapel as a 
Sunday School Mission, electing its officers each year from the 
Church. In 1882 Rev. D. F. Lamson became the City Missionary for 
Morgan and Windsor Avenue Chapels; he held preaching services 
and prayer meetings in both Chapels with varied success, until the 
last of 1883. In January, 1884, Layman Bickford came to the Chapel 
as Missionary and Evangelist, remaining a few weeks. Early in 1884 
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Rev. H. P. Smith was called as an Evangelist, and it was due in part 
to his preaching and influence that the Memorial Baptist Church was 
organized. The school numbered at this time over 200. 

Captain Ebenezer Morgan’s wish, that the result of the work 
for the Master in this locality should be a permanent Church, was 
fulfllled in the organization of the Memorial Baptist Church on July , 


10, 1884. 

Rev. H. M. Thompson, D. D., their third pastor and shepherd, has 
for 27 years led us into green pastures and beside the still waters, and 
we prayerfully hope he has many more years to work with us for the

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FEDERATION. 

The Federation, through its various committees, had endeavored 
to exercise an influence on various lines' of moral and social reform. 

Its Committee on Sanitation is seeking especially to secure a 
thorough enforcement of laws in regard to the sanitary requirements 
of dwellings. That committee has been in correspondence with 
clergymen and other persons of influence in different parts of the 
state, in order to secure their assistance for the end desired. 

A special Committee on Sexual Hygiene appeared before the 
proper committee of the Legislature, to urge the passage of the so- 
called Injunction and Abatement Law, which in several of the states 
has been found exceedingly efficient in the suppression of vice. 

The Committee on Sunday Observance, in accordance with the 
instructions of the Council, opposed any changes in the existing 
Sunday legislation. It was believed that, after the changes made 
in 1913, time enough should be given to test the effect of the new 
legislation before making any further changes. 

It is expected that the Committee on Immigration will publish 
at an early date a report based on a careful statistical investigation 
in regard to the relation of immigrants to the churches. 

The most important step of progress in the activities of the 
Federation has been in the creation of a Committee on Interdenomina- 
tional Comity, which is expected to exert an influence to prevent the 
establishment of unnecessary churches or missions in communities 
whose needs are sufficiently met by existing ecclesiastical organiza- 
tions, and to secure, where it may seem desirable, some form of union 
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of churches already existing. This committee was organized in 
accordance with a resolution of the Council adopted February 16, 
1914. That resolution authorized, but did not require, the delegation 
from each denomination to elect representatives to such a Committee 
on Interdenominational Comity. In accordance with that permission, 
the delegations of five denominations, including all but one of the 
numerically important denominations in the state, have elected mem- 
bers of such a committee. The committee has accordingly been 
organized, and has issued an address to the Churches of the state, 
setting forth its aims and somewhat of the manner in which its 
work is to be conducted. It is deemed probable that the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, though not as yet represented in the committee, 
will at no distant date come into the movement. The committee will 
then include all the numerically important denominations of the state.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS. 

I. Resolved:— iThat it is the sense of this body, in view of the 
heavy work to be done, and of the excellent men who might serve, that 
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no incumbents of the offices of president, and vice-president, should 
serve in those offices continuously for more than two years, at any one 
time. 

II. Resolved: — That we accept as a principle and an incentive, 
the five-year program presented at the Northern Baptist Convention 
at Los Angeles, and adopted by that body. 

That we recommend that our executive committee work out and 
present to the Associations and Churches, the details of the plan so 
far as practicable. 

III. Resolved : — That, because the statistics of the year show that 
there is slight, if any, advance in Sunday School growth, the Churches 
are urged to undertake careful neighborhood canvasses for increased 
attendance, under plans calculated to enlist the enthusiasm and 
personal effort of those already members. 

We recommend: 

(1) . That the schools be graded. 

(2) . That available material for teachers be in constant process 
of development, and that whenever possible training classes be formed. 

(3) . That the merits of the graded system of lessons be care- 
fully considered in our larger schools. 

(4) . That special emphasis be laid this year on the gathering 
and enlarging of adult classes. 

(5) . That we ask the program committee to give adequate space 
on the program at our anniversaries for the presentation of the 
Sunday School work. 

IV. That we urge our Social Committee to awaken and stir to 
action the conscience of our Churches with regard: (1) To the com- 
plete annihilation of the liquor traffic, with the constant and solid dis- 
approval by our brotherhood of all those who are engaged in it, or 
who in any fashion support it, by drinking habits or by business con- 
nected therewith; (2) That we authorize our committee to use the 
influence of the Baptist brotherhood of the state in the enacting of 
all worthy ideals of social righteousness into legislation. 

V. That, following the laudable example of our sister Conven- 
tions, we would urge upon our Churches to strengthen the Christian 
and denominational life by a specific effort during some week in 
October, or soon after, to secure subscriptions to our superb denomina- 
tional weekly. The Watchman-Examiner. 

VI. That we thank the members of the First Baptist Church of 
Middletown for their care of the Convention and for hospitality in 
their homes; and that we extend our thanks further to the citizens 
of Middletown who have cooperated with the Baptist Church to make 
our Convention and entertainment so happy and successful. We would 
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especially mention our enjoyment of the excellent music led on Tues- 
day evening by Mrs. Edgar R. Hyde, and especially the help of Mr. 
Chas. Edw. Prior, Jr., of Hartford.

The Thirty-third Annual Conference of the Baptist 
Ministers of Connecticut was held with the First Baptist 
Church of Middletown, Monday, October 18, 1915. The 
meeting was called to order at two o’clock by the president. 
Rev. Ralph G. Hartley of South Norwalk, who also conducted 
a devotional service. 

A nominating committee was appointed by the president 
as follows: Rev. W. G. Fennell, Rev. W. F. Rowley, Rev. H. 
E. Anderson. 

Report of changes in the Ministry was read by Rev. A. B. 
Coats, D.D. 

A welcome to new Pastors was extended by the presi- 
dent. 

The first essay of the afternoon was by Rev. F. C. Ride- 
out of Bridgeport. 

Subject — “World Signs of a New Religious Awakening.” “This 
is a day of Great World Movements. The world has never presented 
such a cosmopolitan aspect as at present. There are no “Hermit 
Nations” now. The Great European War may not be all bad. In 
all European countries there are signs of a religious awakening. In 
France the people are turning back from atheism to a belief in true 
religion. In England, especially among the laboring classes, there is 
a marked awakening to religious convictions, and Evangelistic work 
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in the English Army in the field has been very successful. In Ger- 
many there are reports of a renewed interest in religion. A Swedish 
writer reports that the old gospel has suddenly become popular 
everywhere. All Asia presents a wide open door to the Gospel. Evan- 
gelistic Campaigns have been successful in the leading cities of 
Japan and China shows a marked change of sentiment toward Chris- 
tianity. In America there is an awakened conscience. The churches 
are feeling a deepened responsibility. Journalism has taken a differ- 
ent attitude toward religion. There is a new demand for civic right- 
eousness. Humanitarianism has reached a high-water mark.” 

Rev. W. B. Matteson spoke a few minutes for the Old 
Ministers Home Society. He made an earnest plea to the 
ministers for their sympathy and co-operation in the work 
which he has tried to do in their behalf. 

The second essay was given by Rev. Frederick Lent, 
Ph.D. of New Haven. 

Subject — “The Holy Spirit The Universal Dynamic for the Work 
of God.” “Jesus comforted his sorrowing disciples as he told them 
of His departure from them by the promise of his return. The coming 
of The Holy Spirit was the return of the Master. Not a 
substitute but a real return. The full comfort of the Holy Spirit 
is only realized as he comes into our experiences. The Holy Spirit 
in the Old Testament is the Spirit of God — The Spirit of Action, 
creation, power, inspiration — The impersonal agency of the personal 
God. The Holy Spirit in Jesus was the personal presence of God, 
Christ became the perfect organ of the Holy Spirit. The three 
persons of the Trinity are not three distinct persons but the Divine 
nature manifesting itself in three ways. The Father is God as Source 
of all that is. The Son is God as he goes out manifesting love and 
life. The Holy Spirit is both Father and Son. In the Holy Spirit 
Christ is included and his principle work has been redemptive. The 
Holy Spirit has countless manifestations but reaches its highest mani- 
festation in the New Testament. It is distinct from the Immanence 
of God in that immanence is independent of our Spirits while the 
Holy Spirit can only dwell with those who are in harmony with God.” 

Report of the Nominating Committee followed. 

A brief discussion of the essays followed and both essays 
received favorable comment. There was no disposition to 
criticise but all Wished to express gratitude. 

The meeting closed with a season of prayer.

The re- 
ports in regard to the literature of the Home Mission So- 
ciety were given by Miss Ryan, in the absence of Mrs. 
Rough, and Mrs. Payne spoke of the literature found on the 
Foreign Missionary Table. The meeting closed with sing- 
ing the hymn, “Hark the Voice of Jesus Calling.”

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE STATE DIRECTOR. 

Owing to the severe illness of Mrs. Genung, which made it im- 
perative for her to give up her work in our Woman’s Home Mission 
Society, we were obliged in June to accept her resignation, though we 
did it very reluctantly. She has been State Director for six years, 
has loved the work and given most earnest and efficient service. If 
her mantle of ability and faithfulness may only fall upon me, her 
successor, I shall be most grateful. 

According to Mrs. Genung’s last report, read at the annual State 
meeting in New Haven last April, there are one hundred and fifty-four 
churches in the State, eighty-one organized Circles, twenty-eight 
churches have contributed without having organized Circles, making 
a total of one hundred and nine churches contributing to our Woman’s 
American Baptist Home Mission Society. 

Four new Circles have been organized or re-organized; forty-two 
send money quarterly; sixteen churches have a systematic presen- 
tation of missions in the Sunday School, and forty-five churches sent 
an offering through the Sunday School. Danielson is the only chutch 
in the State which has sent its offerings monthly. More than two 
thousand copies of “Missions” are reported. 

In February Mrs. Genung wrote to nearly every church in the 
State, asking certain questions to be answered, and received some 
eighty letters in reply. She hoped by this means to become better 
acquainted with the women of the State, to learn their methods of 
working, how the money was raised, by duplex envelope, every-mem- 
ber-canvass, etc. The answers to these letters were very full and 
satisfactory, giving many new ideas as to methods of work. 

We are very grateful to be able to report a full corps of directors, 
each association having an earnest leader, and to this faithfulness 
much of the result of the year’s work is due. 
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Although we did not meet our apportionment this year, each 
association very materially increased its contributions, the total in- 
crease in the State being nearly seven hundred dollars — the total 
amount given being $4,886.59; apportionment $5,504.25. 

In the Ashford Association, the work has steadily progressed, 
nearly all the churches being organized for work and eight having 
met their apportionment. The amount contributed was $521.71; the 
apportionment being $605.00. 

In Fairfield Association are many of our colored and foreign- 
speaking churches. Some new Circles are hoped for in this association 
the coming year. Amount of contributions $610.14; apportionment 
$661.00. 

Hartford Association has many hopeful features. The large city 
churches in this association always do good work. Amount contributed 
$1,229.61; apportionment $1,305.00. 

New Haven Association was without a director for some time, but 
the vacancy has been filled by the appointment of Mrs. Howard 
Palmer of Westville, who brings much interest and enthusiasm to the 
work. Of the thirty-seven churches, twenty-three have contributed, 
the amount being $1,478.73; apportionment $1,712.50. 

The New London Association is doing excellent work. Some 
new Circles have been organized; some churches have given this year, 
which have not given before, or at least not in years, and were very 
prompt to respond to their part of the work. Amount of contributions 
$612.41; apportionment $714.25. 

Mrs. Thompson of the Stonington Union Association has* visited 
a number of her churches during the year. In the matter of return- 
ing the report blanks, this association deserves the banner, as seven- 
teen out of the eighteen churches returned their blanks, thus giving 
much help to the director, who was deeply appreciative. Amount 
contributed $433.99; apportionment $506.50. 

The meetings held in a number of the churches during the winter, 
addressed by Miss Isabel Crawford, were well attended, full of inter- 
est and inspiration and cannot fail to result in much good. Speakers 
have been present at all of the associational meetings, and although 
the time given the women is much shorter than formerly, yet much 
interest was manifested and they were all pronounced good and 
helpful meetings. We cannot but wish that in some way more time 
could be given us. 

Very few personal gifts were received during the year. We 
would most earnestly urge those, whom the Lord has blessed with 
money, to do something in this direction the coming year. Outside 
of one family in Connecticut, who are always so generous in their 
giving, only a little was given in personal, and that was from one 
woman who made real sacrifice. Cannot others follow her example? 

Our missionaries among the Italians are Miss Ethel Ryan at 
Hartford, Miss Susan Miller at New Haven, Miss Ella Dye at Water- 
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bury, and Miss Mary Dinsmore at Bridgeport. These are all doing 
good work, and our Board has recently voted to send a missionary 
to work among the Hungarians at Bridgeport. 

In view of the new Standards of Excellence and Efficiency, sug- 
gested by both our Women’s Home and Foreign Societies, to be used 
in our work, emphasis cannot be too strongly placed upon the desira- 
bility of promptness in returning the report blanks to the Associa- 
tional Directors. If the Circles could only realize that the Associa- 
tional Directors and the State Director are dependent upon the answer- 
ing of all the questions for their knowledge of the condition of the 
work, I am sure they would do it and do it gladly. This would 
give great help to those who are bearing the responsibility of the 
work. 

Our apportionment for the coming year is $5,619.50 — a little over 
one hundred dollars more than last year, which with the deficit of 
$617.66, makes an increase of $732.41 for the coming year. This 
seems a large amount, but I know if we will to raise it, we can. Let 
us will to do it, and let us not forget those fifteen thousand Baptist 
sisters of ours in the State. If we could only interest some of these, 
who have never contributed to our work we should see that the ten 
per cent, increase in our gifts asked for this year is not at all un- 
reasonable or impossible of accomplishment.

REPORT OF SENIOR SECRETARY. 

If in completing the Connecticut record of this first year since 
District Organization, we could have written across the page ere we 
closed the book of 1914-1915, Attainment, as well as advancement it 
would have been eminently satisfactory to your State officers; but 
the facts herewith stated render it impossible. From the uplifting 
experiences of our Woman’s meetings at the Convention last year in 
October at Hartford, we returned home filled with enthusiasm and 
laden with excellent literature to begin the aggressive campaign of 
the winter which would terminate the fiscal year. Missionary clubs 
were organized for study of the splendid text books. 1,080 copies 
of “Missions” subscribed for, and late in the season, three more en- 
thusiastic meetings were held at the Conferences, each of which was 
addressed by one or more of our National and District officers. 

Centennial tourists and consecrated Missionaries. Mrs. Mont- 
gomery, our President twice thus honored us, also Mrs. Peabody, Mrs. 
Salford, Miss McLaurin and Miss Colburn. Our own Mrs. C. W. 
Gale has also given unstintedly of her time and strength. Our A§so- 
ciational and Conference officers likewise exerted themselves valiantly. 
But! ! ! alas, there must be a “But,” in spite of the fact that 13 of the 
14 organizations in Hartford Association raised their apportionment, 
2 of these even exceeding it, and that others, to the number of 38 in 
the State were successful; 7 in all also exceeding their apportion- 
ment, we must regretfully report our failure to secure the desired 
amount. Various reasons can be assigned for this result. In one 
Association the Secretary was unable to carry out the plans as we 
hoped. It will be our duty as workers and individuals to ensure a 
better result this year, only five months of which remain.

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CHARTER 


Passed May, 1820 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives in General Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Caleb 
Moore, Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha 
Cushman, Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont 
Brockett, David Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, 
David Turner, Jeremiah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., 
Orra Martin, Asa Talmadge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, 
Elijah Filley and their associates, be, and they are hereby formed 
into, constituted, and made a body politic and corporate, by the name 
of “ The Connecticut Baptist Education Society and by that name they 
and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be 
capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all 
suits of whatever nature soever may have a common seal and the same 
alter or change at pleasure. And may also have, purchase, receive, hold 
and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of 
which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to 
time elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may 
find necessary or convenient; may elect and receive additional mem- 
bers; make by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of 
their officers and members; prescribe the mode of election and admis- 
sion of members; the time, place, and manner of holding their meet- 
ings; the number necessary to form a quorum; and all other by-laws 
and regulations which said society may deem necessary for the govern- 
ment and due regulation of its concerns to promote and secure the 
essential objects of said Society, as expressed in their Constitution — 
not repugnant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hart- 
ford, on the first Wednesday of May, A. D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of “ The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young 
men, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such 
mental discipline and culture as shall render them more useful in the 
kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into 
the treasury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from 
churches and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representa- 
tion at the annual meeting as follows, viz.: Every church and auxil- 
iary society contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars 
annually, shall be entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or 
more dollars, two delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance 
shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President 
two Vice Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Trustees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may 
determine. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Execu- 
tive Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its 
recess, to control its funds and property, to examine and admit can- 
didates to the benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting 
of the Society, they shall make a faithful report of their doings the 
preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, 
and record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, 
draw all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said committee, 
conduct the correspondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the 
annual report of the Executive Committee to the Society. The 
Treasurer shall have charge of the current funds of the Society, and 
pay them out only to the order of the Secretary; he shall also safely 
hold all bonds, notes, deeds, and other evidences of property belonging 
to the Society, giving ample security for these trusts. His accounts 
shall always be open to the inspection of the Executive Committee 
and Auditor, and he shall make a detailed report of the same quarterly 
to said committee, and annually to the Society. The Auditor shall 
examine annually, or oftener, the accounts and securities of the 
Treasurer, and certify the same. 
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Art. 7. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its 
first quarterly meeting, appoint a Finance Committee of three of 
its own members, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, 
and other permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided 
by their donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning 
trust funds. 

Art. 8. The annual meeting of the Society for the election 
of officers and transaction of other business shall be holden during 
the week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. 
Special meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at 
the request of five members of the Executive Committee. The busi- 
ness of the Society may be transacted at all regular meetings by a 
majority of the members present. 

Art. 9. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society 
must be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce 
a letter from said church, certifying his good standing, and its com- 
mendation of him as one called of God to the ministry. He must 
satisfy the Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising 
usefulness in the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to 
the patronage of the Society by at least three regularly ordained min- 
isters of the Baptist denomination. 

Art. 10. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take a full course of study preparatory, col- 
legiate and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive Com- 
mittee, his age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; and 
the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be 
subject to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, voluntarily 
failing to enter the ministry, or for sufficient cause being dropped 
from the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund the money, with interest, 
he has received from the Society. 

Art. 11. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 12. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Con- 
stitution except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present, written notice of the proposed change 
having been given and recorded one year previous to its adoption. 
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Ninety-Sixth Annual Meeting 

of the 

CONN. BAPTIST EDUCATION SOCIETY. 


Middletown, Conn., October 20, 1915. 

The ninety-sixth annual meeting of the Education So- 
ciety was held in the First Baptist Church at 9:30 A. M., 
Rev. G. W. Nicholson, the President, in the chair. Prayer 
was offered by Rev. F. L. Robbins of Ledyard. The 
President spoke a few words of introduction and then an- 
nounced the following committees: 

On Nomination — Rev. W. P. Chipman, D.D., of Hart- 
ford, Rev. H. S. Foster of Noank, and Rev. E. W. Harrow of 
Willington. 

On Enrollment — Rev. E. W. Potter, Rev. J. C. Huber, 
Rev. H. M. Peterson, Mr. F. F. Richards and Mr. C. S. 
Carter. 

The report of the Executive Committee was read by the 
Secretary. It was accepted and ordered filed. 

In the absence of the Treasurer, Mr. Fred B. Bunnell 
of New Haven, his report was read by the Secretary, as was 
also the report of the Auditor, Mr. H. H. White. It was 
accepted and ordered printed in the minutes. 

In the absence of Principal Hobart G. Truesdell of Con- 
necticut Literary Institute at Suffield, Rev. W. A. Smith, 
pastor of the Second Baptist Church in Suffield spoke in 
behalf of the school. His line of thought was as follows : 

The Institution at Suffield is in excellent condition. Even in the 
stress of last year they were able to come out with a small balance in 
the treasury. The school is free from debt. The number of pupils is 
large and they have a fine corps of teachers. You will be pleased to 
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learn that they have introduced a Bible course which is in charge of 
Rev. W. A. Aiken, lately called from Bridgeport to a position on the 
faculty. The Y. M. C. A. is doing excellent service. High standards 
of honor are maintained. I know that some students who have come 
to the school with complete indifference as to personal religion have 
become interested. I wish to strongly emphasize the fact that it is 
a Christian school. 

The speaker of the day w^as Kev. Arthur Thomas Fowler, 
D.D., of Orange, New Jersey, who spoke on “The Supreme 
Motive of the Ministry.” It was an excellent address and 
made a deep impression. The outline was as follows: 

It is the motive in a man’s ministry that determines the char- 
acter of his work. Reading a biography or a book of literature, we 
are always asking for the motive. We insist that this should be pure, 
strong and purposeful. Studying motives and their adequacy, there 
is the love of the beautiful as in Plato; there is happiness as in 
Aristotle; there is parental love and filial love; there is friendship and 
patriotism, all of them high noble and effective, but not one of them 
can be called adequate or supreme. The supreme motive, I find in 
Paul’s word. “The Love of Christ constraineth me.” This is the 
highest motive as to its origin for it reaches back to eternity. It is 
highest in its ideals, for it has the highest reach; set a low ideal and 
a man fails; it is Christ’s “Be ye therefore perfect,” that is forever 
calling us on. The love of Christ is the strongest motive, which is 
well illustrated by that woman in the amphitheatre who before the 
thousands would sooner meet the lions than deny her faith. It leads 
many a business man to maintain his integrity rather than sell his 
soul for gold. It is the only adequate motive. You may try all the 
methods in the world to lead men to an interest in the religious life; 
you may try to educate them into this relation, but they all fail 
without this love. It is also the sweetest motive. We hear of 
many ministers, disappointed in their service but they never can 
remain under this shadow where the love of Christ constrains. This 
carries them above and beyond every disappointment. Do you ask 
how we can gain this motive. It is only when the vision of Christ 
fills our thought. It is as when you find a face in the picture puzzle; 
once you see it you see it always. 


Dr. Chipman, for the Nominating Committee, reported 
that they had brought in the list of officers that served us 
last year as nominations for the ensuing year. It was 
voted that the Secretary be instructed to cast the ballot for 
the list as presented. There being no objection, this motion 
was carried and they were elected as follows :

Hartford. 

Rev. E. W. Potter for the Enrollment Committee, re- 
ported 23 members at $1 each, 2 at $2 each, pledges for 
$14.00, and loose collection of $11.55, a total of $52.55. 

Rev. T. A. T. Hanna of Pennsylvania, formerly our 
Superintendent of Missions in this state, was called to the 
platform and received a warm welcome. He spoke of his 
joy in meeting us again. He urged the need of choosing the 
right man to educate for the ministry — a man of God’s 
choice and then the need of teaching him God’s truth. 

After a vote to adjourn, prayer was offered by Rev. E. R. 
Hyde and Dr. H. M. Thompson pronounced the benediction.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The number of men aided in their preparation for the ministry 
the last year has been twenty. Of this number four completed the 
course of study in June and two others in their senior year of the 
Seminary course have found means of supplying their own need and 
ask no further aid. A seventh is staying out for a year to work 
among his people and one has changed his purpose from the ministry 
to some other course. The last has given a note for the amount re- 
ceived and assures us he will return the funds. Knowledge of the 
other seven would be a great encouragement to our constituency. 
Some of them are already marked men through the fidelity, devotion 
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and success with which they have begun their work. Some are in the 
active pastorate; one has gone as a missionary after most valued ser- 
vice here; two are working effectively among our foreign population 
in our own state. 

That leaves twelve whom we have aided this last quarter. The 
number is already rising again, for four have applied who will prob- 
ably be accepted, making the number sixteen. Analyzing the group 
another way, as to nationality, they are about half and half, students 
for our English-speaking churches and sons of foreign parentage 
with ability to preach in other tongues. Of the twenty last year, 
there were one each of the French, German and Slovak. There were 
three Swedish and four Italian. Of the four now applying, two are 
Italian and two American. The places of study are varied; the 
past year three have been at Newton Seminary, two at Yale and one v, 
each at Chicago, Hartford Seminary and the Swedish Seminary at Chi- 
cago. Of the college men there is one each at Brown, Bates, Colgate 
and Berkeley. Three have been at the Italian Department of Hamilton 
Seminary in Brooklyn. Of the rest, two were in Suffield, one in Phil- 
lips, one in Gordon School and one in the American International at 
Springfield. Summing up, fifteen were in schools under Baptist 
auspices. 

Our financial problem still gives us anxiety. The number of 
churches contributing is one better than last year, twenty-eight, 
but that is twenty-eight only out of one hundred and fifty. The bulk 
of the giving is in two associations. Unfortunately in four associ- 
ations, in the aggregate only nine churches have contributed and their 
total is about $75. In one association only one church has re- 
sponded. The total for all the state is only one-third of our needed 
income. Another third is from interest on Savings Bank Deposits and 
the other third we have had to draw from the principal. In five years 
we have lowered our invested principal $1,700. By another year, if 
this continues, we shall have diminished our income to the extent of 
depriving one beneficiary of his allowance. As an outsider said to the 
Secretary the other day: It is plain to see that your pastors and 
people have little interest in recruiting the ranks of the ministry and 
it is plain also that the Society at the present rate, will soon run 
out. 

But, on the other hand, we see signs of awakening in our denomi- 
nation, in foresight and constructive policy. The apparent lack of 
interest is due in part to an unfortunate dependence upon a fund, to 
the crowding demands of so many calls for benevolence and to our fail- 
ure to include the Education Society in our apportionment scheme. 

It was voted a year ago that this should be considered by our State 
Apportionment Committee. Baptists in the past have been singularly 
deficient in foresight. They emphasize the “showers of blessing” in 
revival work, all of which is most praise-worthy, forgetting that 
nature has more days of quiet building in which she brings seeds to 
maturity for the future years. The earliest prophets had schools for 
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prophets. Christ devoted as much time to training workers as to 
evangelism. Paul, with all his zeal for immediate results, never lost 
sight of the work of choosing a Timothy and a Titus in every section 
who should carry on the work after him. We believe the greatest need 
is to call the attention of our people to this need. The Secretary has 
been to four associations where they seemed glad to have the work 
presented. In one of them, as soon as their neglect of the work was 
called to their attention, they took up an extra and generous offering 
at once. Let pastors acquaint themselves with the work and tell their 
people and there will be no question. 

And there is a still deeper need, the need of seeking out among 
the young people of our churches such young men as may be filled 
with the desire to enter the ministry. In the olden days, some pastors 
were great schoolmasters in private instruction. One New England 
pastor is reported to have prepared one hundred and sixty-five young 
men for college. In that close supervision of his young men and in 
the personal influence thus gained and maintained, several of them 
were filled with his own high ideals of the ministry. We need to 
inspire our youth with the conviction that the ministry is the highest 
calling on earth; that, if it does not yield so much in money and 
fame, it has compensations that far outweigh all selfish considerations, 
in inward satisfaction and in opportunities for knowledge, fellowship 
and service. From people so trained, now and then one will emerge 
whose soul will be stirred with the zeal to make known the mes- 
sage of life.
